NO UPLANDERS I 
PIRST DRAFT GALL 
IN DRAWING TODAY 


No. 158 — the first number 
drawn in Washington, D. C., to- 
day, is held by Oliver H. Beers of 
Victorville, he being in the juris- 
diction of the Upland draft board. 
The second number called, 192, is 
held by Walter W. Hosier of On- 
tario, whose home in the east On- 
taria district, is also in the Up- 
land draft board area, 


No resident of the Upland dis- 
trict is within the first dozen 
numbers called in the lottery 
which started at 9 a.m. today. 
The drawing of numbers will be 
continued until 8,500 numbers 
have been listed. 

All men holding number 158 
will be the first to receive ques- 
tionnaires which will determine 
their classification. If they are 
“available, fit for general mili- 
tary service’, they will be the first 
called to the army. Today’s 
drawing determines the sequence 
in which men will be classified and 
considered for service by local 
draft boards. 

Since many numbers drawn are 
much larger than any numbers is- 
sued by the local draft board, the 
lottery affects only a portion of 
the men registered here. The list 
of numbers given below include 
those drawn which affect persons 
registered here. The first two 
numbers and names in the list 
hold that numerical order in the 
national drawing. Other numbers 
listed here were among the early 
numbers in the drawing.

Federal Bureau Man 
Addresses Rotarians 


Louis Cochran of Los Angeles, 
member of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, was the speaker at 
the meeting of the Upland Rotary 
club at Red Hill Country club to- 
day noon and told something of 
the workings of that efficient fed- 
eral body, which is now the co- 
ordinating organization for all ac- 
tivities of that kind. Majority of 
work of the Bureau, for obvious 
reasons, is under cover and does 
not get into the newspapers, said 
the speaker. Referring to espion- 
age cases, Mr. Cochran stated 
they are divided into three class- 
ess, non-specific, specific and ‘nut’ 
cases, and said there are many 
that come from the latter class 
of people. \ 

It is the function of the F. B. I. 
to prevent as well as detect es- 
Ppionage, he said, and noted sur- 
veys made in airplane and other 
industrial plants as a preventive 
measures, Never before has there 
been such cooperation between 
law enforcing organizations as 
exists today, Mr. Cochran stated, 
and is of the opinion further re- 
strictions should be made in re- 
gard to subversive activities in 
our country. 

Preceding Mr. Cochran’s talk, 
City Manager Manley gave a dis- 
cussion of amendments Nos, 14 
and 15 to be voted on at the elec- 
tion Noy. 5, recommending a 
“Yes” vote on 14 and “No” on 15.

great pride in her work, and is 
eager to serve the best balanced 
menus possible. 

“I always have one hot non- 
starch vegetable each day, besides 
vegetable soup, and a fresh vege- 
table salad,” she explained. 

It is not possible to serve meat 
every day, inasmuch as some 
children have only a nickle a day 
to spend: for lunch. At intervals, 
however, hamburgers are served 
and on other occasions half a 
wienie and sauerkraut are offer- 
ed. A piece of hot, buttered corn 
bread is usually included in the 
meal, inasmuch as corn meal is 
one of the surplus commodities. 
Two WPA helpers assist Mrs. 
Hood. 

An increase of about 25 per 
cent is seen this year in cafeteria 
patronage. Also, more Mexican 
children are eating lunch at the 
cafeteria. 

The cafeteria is more popular 
during the first of the month and 
during the first of the week, pre- 
sumably because there is cash on 
hand. Lunch tickets may be pur- 
chased for 50 cents or $1, how- 
ever,

endeavors of the chamber direct- 
ors and committees. Fact is, 
there are a good many who should 
be members of the chamber of 
commerce who do not even belong 
—and I am now referring to some 
business firms as well as other 
citizens who should show more 
interest in their community. Co- 
operation is lacking ... as well | 
as a little enthusiasm. No pro- 
gram of any great importance can 
be put over in any community un- 
less there is practically unani- 
mous cooperation on the part of 
business and professional firms of 
all kinds And there. is 
more than mere cooperation need- 
ed—it also takes enthusiasm and 
work. The attitude of defeatism 
and “oh, what’s the use, it can’t 
be done” is a sign of decay ... 
Don’t get the idea it is up to the 
board of directors of your cham- 
ber of commerce to do all the 
work—they will do their part if 
the proper attitude is shown by 
others who have just as great in: 
terest in the growth of the city 
and community as they ... 
And one thing more: There is 
much more done through the 
chamber of commerce than a 
great many know.
